COMMISSIONERS APPROVE 
RECONSTRUCTION 


NICHOLS ST BRIDGE 


The embattled Nichols Street 
bridge,over the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, moved one small step 
closer to reconstruction, last 
Thursday, in a meeting of the 
Middlesex County Commissioners 
in Cambridge. 

The Commissioners voted unan- 
imously that the bridge is a 
hazard to safety, and should 


be rebuilt, and further that 
the town of Wilmington should 
not be expected to bear the 
expense. Presumably they will 
petition the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for funds, ei- 
ther through the legislature, 


or through the Department of 
Public Works, with an alterna- 
tive of the Boston & Maine 
being asked to bear its share, 
Chairman of Selectmen John D 
Brooks, TM Cecil Lancaster and 
Chief of Police Paul Lynch 
described for the Commissioners 
the conditions surrounding the 
bridge. 

The clerk of the Commissioners 
made particular note of the 
statement of Mr. Lynch that 
Wilmington has 11 bridges over 
Bam tracks, and that Wilming- 
ton should not be expected to 
bear the cost of these bri¢ue:

WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
EMERGENCY WATER SUPPLIES 


Wilmington is a fortunate town in its water 
supply system.Thanks to good planning that 
goes back to the days of Caleb Harriman, and 
has continued with subsequent water commission-— 
ers, we have a water department with two sour- 
ces of power - diesel, and electric. No ordina- 
ry holocaust can stop our water supplies. 

But if there were a nuclear fall-out in Wil- 
mington our water supplies would fail. It is 
for this reason that Civil Defense advises 
emergency water supplies in fall-out shelters. 

But our water department need not fail, and 
at least one member of the Board of Water Com— 
missioners is giving the matter some thought. 

Our standpipes, made of metal, protect the 
water far better than would an open reservoir. 
There is,in fact, no "Achill es Heel" other 
than the pumping stations and the well fields, 
in our local water supplies. 

Because of the huge windows at the Browns 
Crossing Pumping Station there would be no pro- 
tection to any employee who stayed to keep the 
pumps going. 

The well field is fairly good, speaking from 
a nuclear attack view point. The wells are 
drawing from a source of water 32 feet below 
the surface, and it is possible that several 
weeks would elapse before any material harmful 
to the human system would get into these wells. 

The Barrows wellfield and station is another 
matter. It would probably cost less to protect 
an employee here, and as there is both electric 
and diesel power, water could be pumped in suf- 
ficient quantities to keep the town going. 

But the Barrows wellfield is not too far 
distant from Route 93, a National Defense High- 
way. It is possible that the Military would 
"wash" fall-out off the highway, to make it 
passable to military traffic. Such "wash" would 
accumulate faster at the Barrows wellfield 
than at either of the other two. 

A third wellfield is being developed, one 
which will be safer, in our opinion, from dan- 
gers of pollution, in that no "wash" from 93 
can reach it. It will be safer too, from the 
employee viewpoint, because of an automatic 
electric pump - but if electric =uwer should 
fail, which is a distinct possibility, this 
station should be useless. 

The point of this idscussion is that our Wa- 
ter Commissioners might find a way to protect 
one of the three stations, and its well field. 
We won't try to say what it would cost, but

If Wilmington's water supplies could be made 
more secure, as shown above, our homeowners, if 
they build home shelters, should take this into 
account. The home shelter, in our opinion, 
should have a fresh water supply direct from 
the town, i.e. a faucet. 

Civil Defense advises that emergency water 
supplies be put into every home shelter. The 


idea is good and should be heeded. 

But fresh water tastes much better, as many 
a torpedoed merchant seaman can testify, and 
here in Wilmington it is possible that we can 
have that fresh water - even indefense shelters 


AND WHAT FUND DID THE MONEY COME FROM? 


Our worthy TM last week came out with a 
statement that had some resemblance to the 
sound of a bluejay screaming in the treetops. 
It was to the effect that the Selectmen knew he 
was paying $70 a week to a young student, as an 
"assistant to the Town Manager" and the story 
further inferred that it was a terrible thing 
that the Town Crier should publish stories 
which were contrary to the facts. 

The young man first came to our notice a few 
weeks ago when he accompanied the TM to Camp 
Forty Acres, on the occasion of Open House for 
the Camp Fire Girls. He was introduced by the 
T™ as " a college student who is studying for 
his PhD in Government and is spending three 
weeks in Wilmington studying the Town Manager 
form of government". 

We published a short story introducing him 
to the town, and a couple of weeks later we 
learned that he was being paid $70 a week, and 
was receiving mail in the Town Hall as "assis- 
tant to the Town Manager", which we too pub- 
lished.

north on Woburn Street, near 
the railroad crossing, with 
his first wife. Samuel, his 
father, may have been the 
first Eames in Wilmington, but 
it isn't proven. Robert, Dan- 
iel's grandfather, lived near 
the Central Square area of Wo- 
burn back about 1670. 

Daniel's second wife, Abigail 
Harnden, heroine of the Harn— 
den Massacre of 1706, was the 
widow of Jacob Nourse, son of 
one of the women hanged as a 
witch, at Salem. She and Dan- 
iel became the progenitors of 
the Eames Family, throughout 
the United States. 

Daniel was a speculator who, 
with Cadwallader Ford bought 
soldier's script (promises to 
pay) issued by the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony in the French 
& Indian War. This script was 
later redeemed with large 
tracts of land in what is now 
Maine, and the dealings of the 
two men led to the writing of 
one letter, now in the State 
House, which calls them "a 
Royal pair of Rascals". 

In 1754 Daniel turned the 
farm over to his son John, 30 
years old, and already a Sel- 
ectman of Wilmington. Daniel 
moved out of town and local 
history. 

John and his four fellow 
Selectmen, it would seem, over 
charged the Colonial treasury 
for expenses in keeping an 
Acadian family (compatriots of 
Evangeline) who were quartered 
in the old Harnden Massacre 
house, in North Wilmington. 

John's son, John Jr. was 
also a Selectman, and one of 
his sons had the Christian 
name of General - General 
Anthony Wayne Eames. Names 
which sound odd today were 
common then, with the girls 
bearing names like Thirza and 
Hitty, and the boys Joshua and 
Loton, but General Anthony 
Wayne Eames must have suffered 
torments from the neighboring 
boys - if he grew up to man- 
hood, for there is no record 
to prove what happened to him 
other than that he was born. 

He never married in Wilming- 
ton, and there is no record of 
his death, or of his owning 
property. Perhaps he moved out. 
of town at the first opportun- 
ity. 

Lemuel Cobb Eames, a grand- 
son of John, and nephew of 
General Anthony, was of the 
sixth generation, and like his 


mington, also a member of the 
Legislature. 

Aman without fear it was he 
who arrested the murderer Dan- 
iel Pearson, in 1848, a man no 
one dared approach. Cobb, as 
he was known to his intimates, 
as Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, had offered a $25 
reward for the arrest of the 
murderer. He went on to col- 
lect the reward personally. 

And while he was known as 
Cobb to his intimates, he was 
called Lem by the lesser peo- 
ple of Wilmington. It was by 
this name that the murderer 
addressed Eames, at the time 
of his arrest. 

Another notable, but in a 
different way, was Billy Eames 
who lived in the honse in the 
westerly corner of Middlesex 
Ave and Clark Street, about 
the time of the Civil War. 

Billy was Wilmington's first 
acknowledged bootlegger. In 
those mid-century years Wil- 
mington tried to solve the li- 
quor problem by a town-owned 
liquor store, presumably with 
rationing. 

Billy very quickly made a 
farce of the attempt - it last- 
ed about three years. His home 
was described, by people who 
knew, as being the locale of 
"gay" parties. 

George T. Eames, who lived 
where Foster Balsar now lives 
was one of the founders of the 
Methodist Church of Wilming- 
ton - principally, it is al- 
leged because he failed to be 
elected a Deacon in the Con- 
gregational Church. 

A more recent Eames, well 
remembered by the old-timers 
of today, was Ed Nelson Eames, 
who built the Clark home on 
Church Street. Ed was born in 
a home which stood at the cor- 
ner of what is now Jones Ave. 
and Gien Road, and rose to 
prominence, being, among other 
things, a long-term Moderator 
of Wilmington. 

One of the quotations that 
survive was hismethod of call- 
ing for a vote, if he favored 
the article in question. 

"All thoseinfavorsayAyeal lop- 
posedNay theAyeshaveit" was his 
way of settling the issue. It 
was quite a joke, in those 
Town Meetings. 

And even though only two men 
of Wilmington now bear the 
name of Eames, the blood of 
old Daniel is still to be 
traced in many of our resi- 
dents, - and in the Eames fam- 


ancestors a Selectman of Wil-
